Amongst the topics was the letter 
dated May 25 th that the Secretary 
of State, Mrs. Ank Bijveld sent 
to the Eerste and Tweede Kamer. 
Prime Minister Oduber brought 
forth that under no circumstance 
would his Administration accept an 
investigation by The Netherlands, 
seeing as any investigation in the 
matter of corruption is an internal 
matter that would be investigate 
by the District Attorney offices 
of Aruba. His Administration 
however is open to discuss Article 


43, bylaw 2 of the Statute, which 
regards to the state of Rights and 
good Governing. The government 
however must provide concrete 
evidence that is not based on 
hearsay or gossip. 

As for the future between The 
Antilles and Aruba, Aruba will 
always keep cooperating with 
Curasao in removing itself from 
the two Governing bodies as well 
as aiding both Curasao and St. 
Maarten in obtaining their Status 
Aparte, without these changes 
endangering our country. Certain 
differences of opinion still 
remained after this sit-down these 
however are nothing major. 

The meeting between the two 
dignitaries was a positive one with 
a show of mutual respect for each 
other.

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Political summit to adjust timing 

set for June 21-25 


COLE BAY—A political summit of 
the Central Government, St. Maarten 
and Curasao about adjusting the 
scheduled tasks for dismantling of 
the Netherlands Antilles is being 
planned for June 21-25. 
Constitutional and Home Affairs 
Minister Roland Duncan (NA) told 
the Central Committee of Parliament 
Tuesday that the constitutional 
“train” was on track but the schedule 
for dismantling and transfer of tasks 
had not been met. 

The political summit’s main focus 
will be for parties to decide how to 
adjust the schedule and “decide where 
we are going.” The summit will put 
parties on the same page as they go 
into the Political Steering Group 
meeting with the Dutch Government 
in Curagao on June 26. 

Duncan hopes a definite date for 
the acquisition of country status for 
St. Maarten and Curagao will be 
formalised with “a fixed written and 
signed agreement” with the Dutch 


Government. The Central and Island 
Governments have been working 
toward the date of January 1, 2010, 
but the Dutch Government now 
believes this date is not feasible. 

The dismantling process was at a 
standstill because of the referendum 
in Curasao, the minister said in the 
meeting at Port de Plaisance that had 
been requested by Parliamentarian 
William Marlin of the National 
Alliance (NA). Marlin had also 
proposed that the meeting be held 
in St. Maarten. The meeting was 
broadcast live on Radio Soualiga. 
“Everyone took a deep breath,” the 
minister said explaining that the 
Curasao referendum had an impact 
on the other islands because major 
decisions had to be held off. 

Duncan said once the bulk of the 
Central Government authorities 
was transferred to the islands there 
would be no need for an election for 
the Parliament of the Netherlands 
Antilles in January because the 


Central Government would become 
non-existent. 

St. Maarten and Curagao will 
then have to prepare for their first 
parliamentary elections later this 
year even if the country status is not 
officially achieved. 

Country Status will become 
effectively only after Kingdom 
Charter (Statuut) is changed to reflect 
the new countries and the amended 
charter is signed by the Queen. The 
date for this is not known and Duncan 
doubts that the change can be made 
by January 1, 2010, the date toward 
which the islands have been working 
to achieve the status of country. 

A meeting with Dutch officials and 
civil servants of the BES islands 
Bonaire, St. Eustatius and Saba that 
will set the groundwork and formulate 
advice about speeding up the 
dismantling process for these islands 
is planned for today, Wednesday. 
This “speeding up” advice will form 


part of the June 26 Political Steering 
Group meeting, Duncan said. 

The minister does not expect the 
government crises in Bonaire and St. 
Maarten to affect the constitutional 
process. An NA-led government 
in St. Maarten will more likely 
“enhance” the process and speed, he 
pointed out. However, it is too early 
to say what effects a new government 
in Bonaire will have on the process. 
The Central Government has 
worked hard to date to ensure all 
the Consensus Kingdom laws have 
been completed and forwarded to 
the Council of State for vetting and 
approval. 

After the minister’s session in 
Parliament, Marlin said Duncan 
had not given much clarity on 
the process. However, given the 
upcoming political steering group 
meeting on June 26 and the planned 
political summit prior to this, he said 
the update would suffice for now.

CAIRO (AP) — Stretching out 
a hand to the Islamic world, 

President Barack Hussein 
Obama on Thursday invoked 
the Quran, his middle name and 
an American evenhandedness 
he says too few Muslims see. 

Obama drew a respectful 
response from unlikely places 
— an Iranian cleric called it 
“an initial step for removing 
misconceptions.” 

The president, speaking at 
a seat of Islamic learning, 
delivered a 5 5-minute speech 
that was heavily promoted, 
carefully watched and had as 
its guiding themes the need to 
“speak the truth” and “seek a 
new beginning.” 

“So long as our relationship is 
defined by our differences, we 
will empower those who sow 
hatred rather than peace,” the 
president said.

Actor David Carradine 
found dead in Bangkok

BANGKOK (AP)—Actor David Carradine, a born seeker 
and cult idol who broke through as the willing student 
called “grasshopper” in the 1970s TV series “Kung Fu” 
and decades later as leader of an assassin squad in “Kill 
Bill,” was found dead in Thailand. Police said he appeared 
to have hanged himself. 

The 72-year-old actor had been staying in a suite at the 
luxury Swissotel Nai Lert Park Hotel, said Lt. Teerapop 
Luanseng, the officer responsible for investigating the 
death. 

“I can confirm that we found his body, naked, hanging 
in the closet,” Teerapop said Thursday. He said police 
were investigating and suspected suicide, though one of 
Carradine’s managers questioned that theory.

Police swarm Tiananmen 
Square on anniversary

BEIJING (AP) — In Tiananmen Square, police were ready 
to pounce at the first sign of protest. In Hong Kong, a sea of 
candles flickered in the hands of tens of thousands who vented 
their grief and anger. 

Two starkly contrasting faces of China were on display Thursday, 
the 20th anniversary of the military’s bloody crackdown on 
pro-democracy demonstrators — from Beijing’s rigid control 
in suppressing any dissent, to freewheeling Hong Kong, which 
enjoys freedoms all but absent on the mainland. 

Tiananmen Square was blanketed by uniformed and plainclothes 
security officers who were ready to silence any potential 
demonstration, and there were few hints that the vast plaza was 
the epicenter of a student-led movement that was crushed on 

June 3-4, 1989, shocking the world. ^ , 0

Obama made no specific 
references to his predecessor 
in the White House during his 
Cairo University speech, but 
others quickly did. 

“There is a change between 
the language of President 
Obama and previous speeches 
made by George Bush,” said 
Fawzi Barhoum, a spokesman 
for Hamas. But he added that 
Obama did not specifically 
note the suffering in Gaza 
following the three-week 
Israeli incursion earlier this 
year. 

“So all we can say is that 
there is a difference in the 
statements, and the statements 
of today did not include a 
mechanism that can translate 
his wishes and views into 
actions,” said Barhoum, whose 
group the U.S. considers a 
terrorist organization. 

Iran’s Supreme Leader 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei said 
in advance of the speech that 
any statements by Obama 
were just “words, speech and 
slogan” that would leave in 
place sanctions designed to 
persuade the nation to stop its 
nuclear weapons program. 

But Mohammad Ali Abtahi, a 
cleric who was vice president 
under reformist President 
Mohammad Khatami, called 
the speech “compensation” 
for a hostile environment 
created by Bush. 

“This can be an initial step 
for removing misconceptions 
between world of Islam and 
the West,” he said. 

Obama’s remarks were 
designed to reset relations 
after the terrorist attacks of 
Sept. 11, 2001, and the U.S.- 
led war in Iraq. Yet he also 
called sternly for Israel and 
the Palestinians to live up to 
their obligations in seeking 
peace, demanded Iran bow to 
international demands to halt 
its nuclear weapons program, 
and bid Muslim countries 
help in eradicating the threat 
of fundamentalist’ violence 
across the globe. 

In doing so, the Christian son 
of a Kenyan Muslim father 
and a Kansas mother sought 
common cause in part by 
addressing his own roots — 
and using a middle name that 
opponents used against him at 


inflammatory moments in the 
presidential campaign. 

“Much has been made of the 
fact that an African-American 
with the name Barack Hussein 
Obama could be elected 
president,” he said. “But 
my personal story is not so 
unique.” He went on to say the 
dream of America exists for all 
who come there — including 
nearly 7 million Muslims. 

The Israeli government issued 
a statement saying it, too, 
hoped for a new era. But 
it skirted any reference to 
Obama’s calls for a settlement 
freeze in the West Bank and 
the creation of an independent 
Palestinian state — demands 
that Israel’s hawkish prime 
minister, BenjaminNetanyahu, 
continues to reject. 

Obama addressed the Israeli- 
Palestinian dispute pointedly 
in his address, knowing it goes 
to the heart of Muslim anger 
toward the West, 

“It is time for us to act on what 
everyone knows to be true,” 
he said. “Too many tears have 
flowed. Too much blood has 
been shed.” 


Obama’s boisterous audience 
included several members of 
the nonviolent fundamentalist 
Muslim Brotherhood, Egypt’s 
most powerful opposition 
movement. Though banned by 
the President Hosni Mubarak’s 
government, it holds 20 seats 
in parliament. 

Obama seemed upbeat after 
he spoke, touring the Great 
Pyramids at Giza. “This is 
huge!” he yelled at the base of 
the biggest, his voice echoing 
off the stone. Around the 
comer he joked about getting 
on a camel — and then several 
of his closest aides promptly 
did. 

The president’s brief stay in 
Cairo also included a visit to 
the Sultan Hassan mosque, a 
600-year-old center of Islamic 
worship and study. 

He flew to Europe later in 
the day, with stops planned in 
Germany and France before 
returning to the United States 
on Sunday. 

Obama’s remarks were 
televised on all radio and 
television stations in Israel; 
and with Arabic voice¬ 


over translations by Arab 
satellite stations. The Iranian 
government jammed signals 
to block satellite owners from 
watching. 

From its opening phrases, 
the speech was laden with 
respectful gestures to 
Muslims. 

Obama said it was part of his 
responsibilities as president 
“to fight against negative 
stereotypes of Islam wherever 
they appear.” 

He quoted the Quran: “Be 
conscious of God and always 
speak the truth” to underscore 
his call for a new relationship 
based on mutual interest and 
respect. He referred to Iran 
by its full name, the Islamic 
Republic of Iran, said Islamic 
countries had been victimized 
by colonialism as well as the 
Cold War era stmggle between 
the United States and the 
former Soviet Union. 

“As a boy, I spent several years 
in Indonesia and heard the call 
of the azaan at the break of 
dawn and the fall of dusk,” he 
said, using the Arabic word 
for the call to prayer. “As 


a young man, I worked in 
Chicago communities where 
many found dignity and peace 
in their Muslim faith.” 

The battle against terrorists 
will continue, in Afghanistan, 
Pakistan and elsewhere, 
Obama said, despite the 
animosity the operations 
have helped created toward 
the U.S. among Muslims. 
“America’s commitment will 
not weaken.” 

But calling Iraq, unlike 
Afghanistan, “a war of 
choice,” he explained his plan 
to withdraw American combat 
troops next year and his 
reversal of Bush-era policies 
in the pursuit of terrorists that 
have enraged Muslims the 
world over. Obama said flatly 
that he has banned torture 
and will close the detested 
Guantanamo Bay prison in 
Cuba next year. 

He asked Muslims to join 
the fight. “The sooner the 
extremists are isolated and 
unwelcome in Muslim 
communities, the sooner we 
will all be safer,” Obama said.

WASHINGTON - Attorney 
General Eric Holder asked 
a court Thursday to release 
two imprisoned former 
Alaska state lawmakers 
after the Justice Department 
found prosecutors 

improperly handled 

evidence in their trials on 
corruption charges. 

The move is the second 
embarrassing retreat 

for Justice Department 
prosecutors since the 
conviction of former Alaska 
Sen. Ted Stevens was tossed 
out of court in April. 

That prompted an internal 
inquiry into the government 
lawyers who handled the 
Stevens case, and officials 
said Thursday there also 
would be an investigation 
of how the cases of the two 
Alaska state lawmakers 
were handled. Most of the 
prosecution team is the 
same for all three cases. 
Now, Holder is asking a 
federal appeals court to 
send the cases of former 
Alaska House Speaker 
Peter Kott and former state 
Rep. Victor Kohring back to 
the trial judge. The attorney 
general made the request 
after finding prosecutors 
had failed to turn over 


“After a careful review 
of these cases, I have 
determined that it appears 
that the department did not 
provide information that 
should have been disclosed 
to the defense,” Holder said 
in a statement. “When we 
make mistakes, it is our 
duty to admit and correct 
those mistakes.” 

Kohring was convicted in 
November 2007 of bribery 
and extortion-related 
charges and sentenced 
in 2008 to 3 1/2 years 
in prison. Kott was also 
convicted in 2007 and 
sentenced to six years in 
prison. Like Stevens, both 
are Republicans. 

Holder’s announcement did 
not specify what evidence 
authorities failed to turn 
over to defense lawyers, 
but the trials of all three 
men — Kott, Kohring and 
Stevens — centered around 
testimony from the same

key witness, Bill Allen, the 
founder of VECO Corp., a 
major Alaska company that 
performed maintenance, 
design and construction 
contracts for petroleum 
producers. 

Kott and Kohring were 
tried in Alaska; Stevens was 
tried in Washington, D.C. 
Yet they shared many of the 


same prosecutors, who are 
now under scrutiny for their 
conduct in three separate 
trials at opposite ends of the 
continent.

CONCORD,NewHampshire 
(AP) — Iowa and New 
Hampshire traditionally 
offer presidential candidates 
vastly different political 
landscapes when they seek 
their party nominations. Yet 
legalizing gay marriage, as 
both states have now done, 
is unlikely to have much 
impact in 2012 because 
of party dynamics and the 
different emphasis voters 
place on social issues. 

Gay marriage became legal 
in Iowa in April after the 
Iowa Supreme Court ruled 
that denying gays the right 
to marry is discriminatory. 
In New Hampshire, the 
Legislature approved a gay 
marriage bill Wednesday 
that will take effect Jan. 1. 
While some see opposition 
to gay marriage easing 
nationwide, that’s not the case 
among Iowa Republicans 
— especially the relatively 
small number who dominate 
the state’s leadoff precinct 
caucuses. Social andreligious 
conservatives dominate that 
group, and their opposition 
to gay marriage is solid. 

To be competitive among 
Iowa Republicans, 

presidential candidates likely 


will have to toe that line, key 
strategists said. 

“I’m guessing that most of the 
serious candidates will be for 
a constitutional amendment 
to define marriage,” said 
David Roederer, a veteran 
activist who managed John 
McCain’s campaign in the 
state. “I don’t think there’s 
going to be much of a 
difference.” 

Steve Scheffler, head of the 
Iowa Christian Alliance, said 
the debate over gay marriage 
is part of a larger discussion 
of what he sees as the 
declining social culture of 
the country. Candidates must 


address that, he said, and gay 
marriage is a key element. 

“I think there’s a whole 
wide range of issues they 
need to address — the state 
of our economy, the decline 
of our culture. All of those 
things have to be put on the 
table,” said Scheffler. “It’s 
absolutely essential, and it 
would behoove them to talk 
about it. I don’t think they 
can dodge it or duck.” 

That isn’t the case in 
New Hampshire, where 
Republicans tend to be 
more fiscally conservative 
and socially moderate. New 
Hampshire has allowed civil 
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unions since 2008; Iowa 
never allowed them. 

“When presidential 

candidates campaign here, 
they have traditionally 
focused on the economy, 
foreign policy, health care,” 
said political analyst Dean 
Spiliotes. “Social issues have 
never really played a major 
role here in the campaign.” 

A poll conducted by 
Dartmouth College in May 
found New Hampshire voters 
evenly split on gay marriage. 
Broken down by party, gay 
marriage had the support of 
63 percent of Democrats, 
43 percent of undeclared 
voters and 17 percent of 
Republicans. 

Although the two states vote 
only days apart, candidates 
have a history of switching 
gears between Iowa and New 
Hampshire and will continue 
to do so, Spiliotes said, 
pointing to former Arkansas 
Gov. Mike Huckabee, who 
won Iowa’s GOP caucus in 
2008. 

“When he was in Iowa, it was 
all about social conservatism, 
and then when he came to 
New Hampshire, that almost 
completely vanished,” he 
said. “So I don’t think that it’s 
going to have a huge impact 
on how people campaign 


here because I think to some 
extent, the state already 
had the reputation for being 
more libertarian, if not more 
moderate.” 

New Hampshire’s primaries 
are open to independents, who 
outnumber those registered 
with either party and hold 
significant sway. Many are 
likely to vote Republican 
in 2012 if President Barack 
Obama seeks re-election and 
faces no primary opposition. 
Inlowa, there’s very littleparty 
switching or involvement by 
independents, and history 
shows that a relatively small 
number of the parties’ hard¬ 
core activists determine the 
outcome. Giving an easy 
victory to Huckabee, an 
ordained Baptist minister, 
speaks volumes of the 
mindset of the Republican 
activists who dominate 
the party and the precinct 
caucuses. 

“We’ve gone so far to the 
social right, particularly in 
caucus attendees, that unless 
you meet certain litmus tests, 
you have a very difficult time 
competing in Iowa,” said 
Doug Gross, the party’s 2002 
gubernatorial nominee. 

Gay marriage might pose 
a different kind of litmus 
test in New Hampshire, 
said Jennifer Donahue, 
political director of the 
New Hampshire Institute of 
Politics. 

“The way people interpret 
this issue tells more 
about their feelings about 
government’s role in their 
personal lives than it does 
about gay marriage,” she 
said. “It becomes almost a 
litmus test for the candidates 
as to how libertarian they

Blues queen Koko 
Taylor dies at 80

CHICAGO (AP) — Koko 
Taylor, whose regal bearing 
and powerful voice earned 
her the sobriquet “Queen of 
the Blues,” has died after 
complications from surgery. 
She was 80. 

Taylor died Wednesday at 
Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital about two weeks 


after having surgery for a 
gastrointestinal bleed, said 
Marc Lipkin, director of 
publicity for her record label, 
Alligator Records, which 
made the announcement. 
Taylor’s career stretched 
more than five decades. While 
she did not have widespread 
mainstream success, she was 
revered and beloved by blues 
aficionados, and earned 
worldwide acclaim for her 
work, which including the 
best-selling song “Wang 
Dang Doodle” and tunes 
such as “What Kind of Man 
is This” and “I Got What It 
Takes.” 

Taylor appeared on national 
television numerous times, 
and was the subject of a 
PBS documentary and had a 
small part in director David 
Lynch’s “Wild at Heart.” 

In the course of her career, 
Taylor was nominated seven 
times for Grammy awards 
and won in 1984. 

Born Cora Walton just outside 
Memphis, Tenn., Taylor said 
her dream to become a blues 
singer was nurtured in the 
cotton fields outside her 
family’s sharecropper shack. 
“I used to listen to the radio, 
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brilliantly talented, fiercely 
intelligent and generous man. 
He was the nexus of our family 
in so many ways, and drew us 
together over the years and 
kept us connected,” Plimpton 
said Thursday. 

Carradine was “in good spirits” 
when he left the U.S. for 
Thailand on May 29 to work 
on “Stretch,” Smith said. 
“David was excited to do it and 
excited to be a part of it,” she 
said by phone from Beverly 
Hills. 

Filming began Tuesday, she 
said, adding that the crew was 
devastated by Carradine’s 
death and did not wish to speak 
publicly about it for the time 
being. 

The Web site of the Thai 
newspaper The Nation said 
Carradine could not be 
contacted after he failed to 
appear for a meal with the rest 
of the film crew on Wednesday, 
and that his body was found by 
a hotel maid Thursday morning. 
It said a preliminary police 
investigation found that he had 
hanged himself with a curtain 
cord and there was no sign that 
he had been assaulted. 


Police said Carradine’s body 
was taken to a hospital for an 
autopsy that would be done 
Friday. 

Carradine appeared in more 
than 100 feature films with such 
directors as Scorsese, Ingmar 
Bergman and Hal Ashby. One 
of his early film roles was as 
folk singer Woody Guthrie in 
Ashby’s 1976 biopic, “Bound 
for Glory.” 

But he was best known for 
“Kung Fu,” which aired from 
1972-75. 

Carradine, a martial arts 
practitioner himself, played 
Kwai Chang Caine, an orphan 
who was raised by Shaolin 
monks and fled China after 
killing the emperor’s nephew 
in retaliation for the murder of 
his kung fu master. 

Pursued by revenge assassins 
from China, Caine wanders 
the American West in 
search of his half-brother 
Danny. His conscience 
forces him to fight injustice 
wherever he encounters it, 
fueled by flashbacks to his 
training in which his master 
famously refers to him as 
“Grasshopper.”

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11 bodies found inside abandoned car in Mexico

MEXICO CITY (AP) 
Mexican police found 11 
bodies inside an abandoned car 
in the border state of Sonora 
on Thursday, and prosecutors 
attributed the killings to drug 
traffickers battling for control 
of the region. 

Sonora’s state prosecutors said 
in a statement that the men had 
been shot to death and nine of 
them had their feet and hands 
cut off. They were found inside 
a sport utility vehicle, which 
had been stolen in neighboring 
Arizona, on a road between the 
towns of Caborca and Sonoyta. 
A threatening message was left 
with the bodies but prosecutors 
didn’t say what the message 
said. 

Prosecutors said the bodies 
have not been identified and 
the killings are linked to a fight 
between local drug traffickers 
and another group trying to 


move in. 

Police are investigating whether 
the killings are tied to an attack 
on the village of Plutarco 
Elias Calles where four people 
were abducted and assailants 
opened fire on the police station 
Wednesday night. 

Meanwhile, federal police said 
Thursday they have captured 
two of 53 inmates who escaped 
from a prison in northern 
Mexico last month as its guards 
apparently stood by. 

Marcos Espinoza and 
Osvaldo Garcia were detained 
Wednesday in Mexico’s central 
state of Hidalgo along with six 
alleged members of the Zetas, a 
gang of hit men tied to the Gulf 
cartel, federal police intelligence 
coordinator Luis Cardenas told 
reporters. 

Security camera footage shows 
that guards at the Cieneguillas 
prison in Zacatecas state stood 
by as an armed gang walked out 
with the 53 inmates on May 16. 


About a dozen of the fugitives 
are drug cartel suspects. 

The prison director and all 44 
guards on duty have been jailed 
pending an investigation into 
their possible complicity. 
Mexican drug gangs often buy 
off or blackmail guards and 
police. 

President Felipe Calderon’s 
government has stepped up 
its campaign to fight that kind 
of corruption in recent weeks, 
arresting dozens of police and 
elected officials — including 
10 mayors in his home state 
of Michoacan — on suspicion 
of collaborating with drug 
traffickers. 

Also Thursday, soldiers raided 
police stations in the northern 
state of Nuevo Leon for a fourth 
day, detaining two police chiefs 
for questioning. More than 70 
officers from 13 towns have 
been questioned and 57 have 
been detained in the effort, 
which began when soldiers 


found lists of police names in 
the possession of suspected 
drug dealers arrested in May. 
The police chiefs brought in on 
Thursday were from the towns 
of Montemorelos and Allende, 
Nuevo Leon’s state government 
said in a statement. 


Calderon has struggled to 
combat rising drug violence 
and corruption, sending 45,000 
troops to drug hot spots since 
taking office in December 
2006. More than 10,800 people 
have since died in drug-related 
incidents. 
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CDC: Swine flu to spread 
in Southern Hemisphere

MEXICO CITY (AP) — 
Mexico has seen the worst 
of swine flu, but the virus 
will likely continue to spread 
worldwide as flu season 
ramps up in the Southern 
Hemisphere. 

The epidemic peaked in 
Mexico, the center of the 
outbreak, in late April, and 
now has spread throughout 
the Northern Hemisphere, 
the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention said 
Thursday. 

But it will continue to 
be a threat south of the 
equator, where countries 
are entering the winter 
months and traditional flu 
season, according to the 
CDC report, one of the most 
comprehensive yet on the 
effect of the virus on people. 
South America already has 
had more than 600 cases, 
including one death in Chile, 
while Australia has reported 
more than 500. 

Swine flu has hit more than 
60 countries, with the United 
States reporting the most 
cases — more than 11,400, 


including at least 19 deaths, 
according to the CDC. 
Mexico’s Health Department 
on Friday said the nation’s 
confirmed swine flu cases 
had risen to 5,717, including 
106 deaths, as scientists test 
a backlog of samples from 
patients. 

The CDC report said children 
and adults under 60 are at 
greater risk of dying, judging 
from confirmed cases. One 
reason could be that younger 
people and children haven’t 
built up immunities to 
seasonal flu as older people 
have. About one-third of 
U.S. adults aged 60 and 
older who were tested had 
antibodies from vaccines or 
exposure to other flu strains 
that could also keep them 
from contracting swine flu, 
the report said. 

In Mexico, only 2 percent of 
confirmed cases have been 
60 years old or older. But 42 
percent of patients were under 
the age of 15 and 32 percent 
were between the ages of 15 
and 29. The remaining 24 
percent were aged 30-59. 

A huge backlog of suspected 


cases has made long-term 
predictions for the epidemic 
difficult, the CDC said, but 
“data suggest the outbreak 
likely has moved beyond its 
peak nationally” in Mexico. 
The CDC has praised Mexico 
for its response. Mexico 
ordered schools closed April 
27 and then followed up with 
a five-day national shutdown 
of nonessential businesses to 
curb the spread of swine flu. 
“I think in retrospect some 
people might look back and 
say well maybe that was 
extreme. But from the public 
health perspective, we would 
say in the face of uncertainty 
that’s erring on the side of 
being safe,” said Dr. Scott 
F. Dowell, who heads the 
CDC’s international swine 
flu team.

Haiti police fire shots 
to deter protest; 1 hurt 

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) — Police fired tear gas and 
gunshots Thursday to deter protesters in Haiti’s capital, and at 
least one student was wounded. 

About 300 university students threw rocks at police and national 
guard officers as they marched down barricaded streets and 
protested curriculum changes. A car also was set on fire. 
Authorities responded by shooting into the air and launching tear 
gas. Three students from a primary school were hospitalized after 
breathing the fumes. Hundreds of people poured out of a nearby 
church Thursday afternoon after getting trapped inside by tear 
gas and protesters. Children were crying and some people poured 
water on a couple of women who had fainted. 

Students have clashed with police in recent months as they 
criticize university officials for canceling classes they say they 
need to become well-rounded professionals.

Police barred foreign 
journalists from entering the 
square and threatened them 
with violence, even barring 
them from covering the daily 
raising of China’s national 
flag. 

Chinese and foreign tourists 
were allowed in Tiananmen 
as usual, although security 
officials appeared to 
outnumber visitors. 

Dissidents and families of 
victims were confined to 
their homes or forced to leave 
Beijing, part of sweeping 
government efforts to prevent 
online debate or organized 
commemorations of the 
anniversary. 

But in Hong Kong’s Victoria 
Park, a crowd chanted slogans 
calling for Beijing to own 
up to the crackdown and 
release political dissidents. 
Organizers estimated its size 
at 150,000, while police put 
the number at 62,800. 

“It is the dream of all Chinese 
people to have democracy!” 
the throng sang. 

Hong Kong is one of the few 


places in China where the 
events of June 1989 are not 
off-limits, because the territory 
— returned by the British 12 
years ago — operates under a 
separate political system that 
promises freedom of speech 
and other Western-style civil 
liberties. 

“Hong Kong is China’s 
conscience,” Hong Kong 
pro-democracy lawmaker 
Cheung Man Kwong told the 
demonstration. 

In the candlelight, speakers 
recalled the terrifying events in 
Tiananmen, where a military 
assault killed hundreds who 
had gathered for weeks in 
the square to demonstrate 
for freedom and even erect 
a makeshift statue of liberty. 
Those killed were eulogized 
as heroes in the struggle for a 
democratic China, their names 
read aloud before the crowd 
observed a minute of silence. 
“Hong Kong is the only place 
where we can commemorate, 
and we have to repeat this 
every year so our younger 
generations don’t forget,” said 
Annie Chu, 36, a Hong Kong 
tourism worker who says she 
has attended every vigil for 
the last 20 years. 


Earlier in the day, the central 
government ignored calls

N. Korea violates S. Korean waters amid high tension

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — South Korea says a North Korean 
patrol boat entered its waters around their disputed maritime 
border but backed off after nearly an hour following repeated 
warnings. 

Also Thursday, a senior American diplomat cautioned 
Pyongyang that its bad behavior would no longer be rewarded. 
The naval standoff came amid concerns that the North might 
try to provoke an armed clash in the area — the scene of deadly 
naval skirmishes in 1999 and 2002 — to stoke tensions that 
were already running high after Pyongyang’s nuclear test and a 


barrage of missile launches last week. 

The regime has also conducted amphibious assault exercises 
near the sea boundary and appeared to be preparing for more 
missile tests, including one believed capable of reaching the 
U.S. The missile is being readied at the new Dongchang-ni 
launch site on the North’s west coast near China. 

New commercial satellite images show the facility is ready for 
use after nearly a decade of construction. The launch tower and 
what appears to be construction materials on the launch pad 
are seen in the images, said Tim Brown, a senior fellow with 
GlobalSecurity.org. He speculated the debris may be there to 
make the pad appear as though it is still under construction. 
“The launch pad appears to be operational,” Brown said. 

The maritime intrusion occurred as U.S. Deputy Secretary 
of State James Steinberg was in Seoul to coordinate a united 
response to Pyongyang’s belligerence. South Korean news 
reports said a delegation of senior U.S. officials was working 
on financial sanctions against Pyongyang. 

Steinberg told South Korean President Lee Myung-bak that 
“North Korea would be mistaken if it thinks it can make 
provocations and then get what it wants through negotiation 
as it did in the past. The U.S. won’t repeat the same mistake 
again,” Seoul’s presidential office said in a statement. 

Steinberg left for China on Friday. 

Complicating the situation, two American journalists were to go 
on trial Thursday in North Korea’s top court, on allegations they 
entered the country illegally and engaged in “hostile acts.” 
North Korea’s official news agency said the trial would begin 
by mid-afternoon Thursday, but nearly one day later, there was 
no word on the status of the proceedings.

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) 
— Investigators trying to 
determine why Air France 
Flight 447 broke apart in a 
violent storm over the Atlantic 
are looking at the possibility 
that speed sensors — or an 
external instrument key to 
collecting speed data — failed 
in unusual weather, two 
aviation industry officials said 
Thursday. 

Brazil’s Navy and Air Force, 
meanwhile, issued statements 
saying that despite earlier 
reports by the military, no 
wreckage had been recovered 
from the Airbus A3 30, which 
went down off the country’s 
northeastern coast, killing all 
228 people aboard. It is the 
world’s worst aviation disaster 
since 2001. 

Officials with knowledge of the 
investigation and independent 
analysts all stressed they 
don’t know why a plane that 
seemed to be flying normally 
crashed just minutes after the 
pilot messaged that he was 
entering an area of extremely 
dangerous storms. 

They will have little to go on 
until they recover the plane’s 
“black box” flight data and 
voice recorders, now likely 
on the ocean floor miles 
(kilometers) beneath the 
surface. 

Other hypotheses — even 
terrorism — haven’t been 
ruled out, though there are 
no signs of a bomb. Officials 
have said a jet fuel slick on the 
ocean’s surface suggests there 
was no explosion. 

Two officials told The 
Associated Press that 
investigators are looking at the 
possibility an external probe 
that measures air pressure 
may have iced over. The probe 
feeds data used to calculate 
air speed and altitude to 
onboard computers. Another 
possibility is that sensors 
inside the aircraft reading the 
data malfunctioned. 

If the instruments were 


not reporting accurate 
information, the jet could have 
been traveling too fast or too 
slow as it entered turbulence 
from towering bands of 
thunderstorms, according to 
the officials. 

“There is increasing attention 
being paid to the external 
probes and the possibility 
they iced over in the unusual 
atmospheric conditions 

experienced by the Air France 
flight,” one of the industry 
officials explained to the 
AP, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because he isn’t 
authorized to discuss the 
investigation publicly. 
Meteorologists said the Air 
France jet entered an unusual 
storm with 100 mph updrafts 
that acted as a vacuum, sucking 
water up from the ocean. The 
incredibly moist air rushed up 
to the plane’s high altitude, 
where it quickly froze in 
minus-40 degree temperatures. 
The updrafts also would have 
created dangerous turbulence. 
The jetliner’s computer 
systems ultimately failed, and 
the plane broke apart likely in 
midair as it crashed into the 
Atlantic on a flight from Rio 
de Janeiro to Paris Sunday 
night. 

Independent aviation experts 
said it is plausible that a 
problem with the external 
probe — called a “pitot tube” 
— or sensors that analyze 
data collected by the tube 
could have contributed to the 
disaster. 

The tubes have heating 
systems to prevent icing. But 
if those systems somehow 
malfunctioned, the tubes could 
quickly freeze at high altitude 
in storm conditions, said the 
other industry official, who 
also was not authorized to 
discuss the investigation. 
Other experts outside the 
investigation said it is more 
likely that the sensors reading 
information from the tubes 
failed. 

“When you have multiple 
system failures, sensors are 



one of the first things you want 
to look at,” said John Cox, a 
Washington-based aviation 
safety consultant and former 
crash investigator for the Air 
Line Pilots Association. 
Jetliners need to be flying 
at just the right speed when 
encountering violent weather, 
experts say—too fast and they 
run the risk of breaking apart. 
Too slow, and they could lose 
control. 

“It’s critical when dealing with 
these conditions of turbulence 
to maintain an appropriate 
speed to maintain control 
of the aircraft, while at the 
same time not over-stressing 
the aircraft,” said Bill Voss, 
president and CEO of the 
Flight Safety Foundation in 
Alexandria, Va. 

France’s accident investigation 
agency has established that the 
series of automatic messages 
gave conflicting signals about 
the plane’s speed, and that 
the flight path went through 
dangerously stormy weather. 
The agency warned against 
any “hasty interpretation or 
speculation” after the French 
newspaper Le Monde reported, 
without naming sources, that 
the Air France plane was 
flying at the wrong speed. 

Two buoys — standard 
emergency equipment on 
planes — were spotted 
Thursday in the Atlantic 
Ocean about 340 miles 
northeast of Brazil’s northern 
Fernando de Noronha islands 
by a helicopter crew, which 
was working off a Brazilian 
navy ship. 

Among other debris spotted 
Wednesday and Thursday 


were a 23-foot (seven-meter) 
chunk of plane, an airline seat 
and several large brown and 
yellow pieces that probably 
came from inside the plane, 
military officials said. 
Confusion broke out after 
the Air Force announced 
Thursday afternoon that a 
helicopter plucked an airplane 
cargo pallet from the sea that 
came the Air France flight, but 
then said six hours later that it 
was not from the Airbus. 

The pallet was made of wood, 
and the plane was not carrying 
wooden pallets, Brazilian Air 
Force Gen. Ramon Cardoso 
told reporters. He did not say 
where the pallet might have 
come from. 

“So far, nothing from the plane 
has been recovered,” Cardoso 
said. Air France’s CEO Pierre- 
Henri Gourgeon told family 
members at a private meeting 
that the plane disintegrated, 
either in the air or when it 
slammed into the ocean, 
and there were no survivors, 
according to Guillaume 
Denoix de Saint-Marc, a grief 
counselor who was asked 
by Paris prosecutors to help 
counsel relatives. 

More than 500 people packed 
the historic Candelaria church 
in the center of Rio de Janeiro 
Thursday for a Mass for the 
victims. 

With the crucial flight recorders 
still missing, investigators 
were relying heavily on the 
plane’s automated messages 
to help reconstruct what 
happened as the jet flew 
through thunderstorms. 

The last message from the 
pilot was a manual signal at 11 


p.m. local time Sunday saying 
he was flying through an area 
of black, electrically charged 
cumulonimbus clouds that 
come with violent winds and 
lightning. 

At 11:10 p.m., a cascade of 
problems began: the autopilot 
had disengaged, akey computer 
system switched to alternative 
power, and controls needed to 
keep the plane stable had been 
damaged. An alarm sounded 
indicating the deterioration of 
flight systems. Then, systems 
for monitoring air speed, 
altitude and direction failed. 
Controls over the main flight 
computer and wing spoilers 
failed as well. At 11:14 p.m., 
a final automatic message 
signaled loss of cabin pressure 
and complete electrical failure 
as the plane was breaking 
apart. 

The pilot of a Spanish airliner 
flying nearby at the time 
reported seeing a bright flash 
of white light plunging to the 
ocean, said Angel del Rio, 
spokesman for the Spanish 
airline Air Comet. 

The pilot of the Spanish plane, 
en route from Lima, Peru 
to Madrid, said he heard no 
emergency calls. 

France’s defense minister and 
the Pentagon have said there 
were no signs that terrorism 
was involved. 

“We have no evidence, we 
have no proof, we don’t 
know,” French Foreign 
Minister Bernard Kochner 
said after he was asked about 
the possibility of a bomb. “Is 
it possible? I mean to look at 
an explosion? Yes it is. It is 
one of the hypotheses.” 









Russians Safina, Kuznetsova reach French final

The combustible Safina won 
despite seven double-faults.

Twice in one game, her shots 
landed short of the net. 

“Em trying to control my 
emotions,” she said.

Staal’s goal starts Pens comeback, evens finals 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Jordan Staal scored a short-handed goal 
to spark a Pittsburgh comeback as the Penguins scored three 
times in less than 6 minutes of the second period to beat the 
Detroit Red Wings 4-2 on Thursday and level the series at 2-2. 
Evgeni Malkin, enjoying the best postseason since Wayne 
Gretzky in 1993, and Sidney Crosby had a goal and an assist 
each to help rally the Penguins from a 2-1 deficit a year to 
the day since Detroit raised the Stanley Cup in Pittsburgh by 
winning Game 6. 

Tyler Kennedy also scored and Marc-Andre Fleury, with his 
second successive excellent game, made 37 saves. 

Until Game 4, the finals followed the same pattern as last 
year’s: Detroit won the first two at home, then dropped Game 
3 in Pittsburgh. But the Red Wings couldn’t follow up their 2-1 
road victory in Game 4 of last year, one decided largely when 
they killed off a lengthy Pittsburgh 5-on-3 advantage, and now 
these finals are the best-of-three. 

Game 5 is Saturday night in Detroit, with Game 6 in Pittsburgh 
on Tuesday after the series’ first two-day break. 

The Red Wings were done in by a bad second period and dreadful 
special teams. Pittsburgh has converted on 4 of 9 power plays, 
and this game swung when the Penguins got a goal — and the 
Red Wings didn’t — during 3:59 of continuous Detroit power- 
play time. 

With Detroit up 2-1 following goals by Darren Helm and Brad 
Stuart less than 3 minutes apart to end the first and start the 
second, Staal — who had only two goals in 20 playoff games 
— got loose after Max Talbot’s up-ice pass. 

Staal used his lengthy stride to thread two defenders and beat 
Chris Osgood at 8:35 of the second. Staal had a record-tying 
seven short-handed goals as an 18-year-old rookie in 2006-07, 
but had only one since. 

Staal’s goal instantly changed a major opportunity by Detroit to 
seize control not only of the game but the series, into a tie game,

and the 17,132 jammed into a suddenly rocking Mellon Arena 
sensed how big the play might be.

The Penguins finished off killing the second power play and, 
less than a minute later, Crosby and Malkin — their signature 
stars — worked a 2-on-l rush for Crosby’s 15th of the playoffs 
and 30th point. With 35 points, Malkin has more than any player 
since Gretzky had 40 in 1993.

On the Detroit bench, a sour-faced Mike Babcock had the look 
of a coach wondering if four games in six nights for his tiring 
Red Wings might have favored the younger Penguins. All four 
Pittsburgh goals came from players who are 22 or younger.

Congressman urges NBA

Bacteria mata 12 en 
hospital de 
Costa Rica 

SAN JOSE (AP) - Uno de los principales hospitales 
estatales esta infectado con una bacteria que mantiene 
a 27 pacientes en aislamiento y se sospecha provoco o 
influyo en la muerte de otras 12 personas, informaron el 
jueves autoridades del sector sanitario. 

La ministra de Salud Maria Luisa Avila explico a la AP 
que el hospital capitalino San Juan de Dios presenta un 
brote de una bacteria llamada “Clostridium difficile” 
desde hace aproximadamente un ano, por lo cual la sede 
esta siendo no solo descontaminada sino que se realizan 
varios estudios para determinar donde se origina el 
problema. 

“Esto es una emergencia y hay que conocer la informacion 
lo antes posible”, manifesto Avila. Aunque la bacteria 
se detecto desde hace un ano, la propagacion empeoro 
cuando en enero empezaron a reportarse muertes. 

Avila dijo tener informes de 16 pacientes del hospital en 
aislamiento y de otras 11 personas que fallecieron; pero el 
jueves la directora del centro medico, Ileana Balmaceda, 
informo a Telenoticias del canal 7 que una persona de 98 
anos murio la noche del miercoles. La funcionaria anadio 
que la cifra de pacientes en aislamiento aumento a 27. 
Avila habia aclarado que de los fallecidos “no podemos 
decir que necesariamente murieron por la bacteria, pero 
la bacteria si estuvo asociada a su enfermedad”. 

La semana anterior se presentaron cuatro decesos, en tanto 
se estima que mas de 300 personas han sido infectadas.
